PROJECT EXPLAINED 


To the Editor of 

The Sierra Madre News; 

The Central Valley water pro¬ 
ject which was discussed before 
the Forum in your city last week 
is of tremendous importance to 
the people of Southern California 
from many angles, but particu¬ 
larly as a means of relieving un¬ 
employment and increasing busi¬ 
ness. 

The project includes the con¬ 
struction of a large dam near 
the headwaters of the Sacra¬ 
mento river, another large dam 
near Fresno and 24 smaller dams 
on streams along the Sierra Ne¬ 
vada mountais. Each of these 
dams will impound flood waters 
which will be carried by a series 
of canals throughout the Sacra¬ 
mento and San Joaquin valleys to 
irrigate land now useless or 
rapidly becoming worthless 
through the recession of the 
underground water level. 

It is not the primary pur¬ 
pose to reclaim waste land 
or make new agricultural land 
but to recover improved land that 
is going to w’aste through the 
disappearance of its former water 
supply. It will of course, be pos¬ 
sible to develop new farms with¬ 
in reach of the water. 

The project itself will give 
employment to 25,000 men, the 
major portion of the work being 
done in the next four years but 
part of it continuing for 16 years. 
For every man employed on the 
job two will be required to manu¬ 
facture the materials used so 
that many more in Los Angeles 
will get work through the pro¬ 
ject. It is intended to take half 
the men employed from the 
North and half from the South 
so that a direct relief to unem¬ 
ployment w'ill immediately be felt.

Plant the seeds about one-inch 
deep and leave the surface level. 
In hot weather shade must be 
provided to keep the seed bed 
cool for good germination. The 
shade may be brush or large 
leaves. 

The best varieties for outdoor 
planting are the Winter Flower¬ 
ing sorts which bloom within a 
few months after the seeds are 
sown. Keep them thoroughly 
moist in the early stages of 
growth but apply water more 
sparingly after they begin to 
bloom.

Repeal, War In Cuba 
And Fare Cuts Will 
Bring Travel Back 

It begins to look like a real 
California travel year. 

Such is the statement of W. J. 
Black, passenger traffic manager 
of the Santa Fe Railway, who de¬ 
clares that a definite reversal of 
the long downward trend seems 
already to have occurred. 

“In the past two months our 
western passenger business has 
shown encouraging increases over 
last year,” says Mr. Black, “and 
prospects for a near-future re¬ 
turn to pre-depression volume in 
California rail travel appear bet¬ 
ter than in several years. ” 

Mr. Black notes several fac¬ 
tors as likely to contribute to a 
major rise in the westward move¬ 
ment. Cuba, at the moment, 
seems intent on shooting itself 
out of the current winter travel 
picture, while the decreasing pur¬ 
chasing power of the dollar 
abroad and the repeal of prohi¬ 
bition in this country, are also 
apt to alter the plans of a lot 
of Americans who have been ac¬ 
customed in recent years to make 
short foreign trips. 

"The prevailing low level of 
hotel, resort and ranch charges 
is another sound argument in fa¬ 
vor of a California winter vaca¬ 
tion,” he says, "but most imnor^ 
ant of all should be the effect o 
our drastic cut in basic rail fares 
and the elimination of the old 
surcharge in Pullmans, both ef¬ 
fective December 1.

In his talk on “America and 
Her Critics,” Gifford Gordon, an 
Australian, told the members of 
the Kiwanis Club last Tuesday 
luncheon, just what other na¬ 
tions thought of America. “In 
truth,” he said, “foreign coun¬ 
tries liken Uncle Sam unto a 
Shylock and in their papers 
print none but the worst about 
America. 

He said that citizens of the 
foreign countires know little or 
nothing of America’s giving $6,- 
000,000,000 to her allies to carry 
on the World War nor do they 
know' that the payments that the 
debtors made to the United 
States only amounted to one-half 
of one per cent of their respec¬ 
tive incomes. For instance, 
France pays, or should pay, but 
$20,000,000 a year and England

“If the boys in junior high 
schools are under the proper 
supervision, football is a wonder¬ 
ful thing for their development, 
but boys not phy.sically and men¬ 
tally fit should not be allowed to 
play,” is the opinion given by 
Howard Jones, football coach of 
the Southern California Trojans, 
when he was interviewed by two 
reporters from Wilson Junior 
High. 

"Junior high school football de¬ 
velops the underlying qualitie.s of 
good sportsmanship and loyalty, 
and it teaches the boys how to 
take care of themselves,” said 
Coach Jones. "Twenty years ago, 
football was a game of physical 
endurance, but now it has growm 
and developed into a game of 
science and speed, which makes 
it po.ssible for junior high school 
boys to play. 

"A good football player must 
be ambitious, loyal, a good sport 
and mentally and physically cour¬ 
ageous,” added the famous Coach, 
"and the Trojans are taught to 
use these qualities in a steady 
con.servative game, rather than 
take chances in a spectacular, 
complicated game. Never look for 
or depend on the breaks." 

Coach Jones played end at 
Yale in his undergraduate days. 
He says his harde.st game was 
the Yale-Army game in 1908. He 
fir.st coached at Syracu.se In 1909 
on the recommendations of Wal¬ 
ter Camp, famous football au¬ 
thority, after which he went to 
Yale and then to Ohio State for 
two years. Following the.se terms 
he tutored at Iowa and Duke 
University. Jones then came to 
the coast to take over the Tro- 


ever since. 

When not thinking about 
complicated plays and line 
smashes, Howard Jones is play¬ 
ing golf, bridge, or is trout-fish¬ 
ing in some high mountain 
stream.
